INDIANS THAT NEED NO AID.—The an- 


nual distribution of annuity goods .at La 
Court Oreille reservation has just beep 
made to 1,000 Indians there. The In- 
dians of this reservation have been ex*eu- 
sively engaged in logging during the past 
winter, and have banked about $180,000 
worth of logs. They are well fed and 
well clothed some of them having realized 
from 12,000 to $3,000 from the sale of 
their timber. 
All have been at work. 


Agent Durfee describes some of them 
coming up in broadcloth and kid gloves, 
with gold watches, chains and seals, to 
receive their dole or ten pounds of flour 
and three pounds of pork per capita, 
In 


addition to their rations of provisions 
there were distributed agricultural and 
mechanical implements, house trimmings, 
such as locks, latches, hinges, etc., dry 
goods, blankets, net twine, and the various 
articles furnished by the Government to 
its wards. Agent Durfee says that if the 
sale of whiskey to these Indians could be 
stopped they would soon become one of 
the most flourishing lumber communities 
ia the State.

ing, the abuse of alcohol and tobacco, 
sexual excesses, sedentary habit and too 
luxurious lives generally that induce that 
state of the system called "nervous ex- 
haustion." 
Hut the direct cause of ner- 


vous prostration is 
certainly fatigue, 


which may he produced in many ways, 
by too much worry, by too little sleep, 
by excess of any kind. The hard mental 
workers can be encouraged by this doc- 
trine and the idlers can take warning. It 
is good for the brain to be active, and so 
far from being injured by severe labor, 
carried on under normal conditions, the 
brain is improved. It is the abnormal 
conditions of excitement and dissipation 
that produce nervous prostration, which 
is much more French than American.— 
Boston Journal.

junior, was sanior in Senatorial service to 
.Mr. .Kcsseudcn, and had attained wider 
celebrity. Mr. Sunmer's labor was given 
almost exclusively to questions involving 
our foreign relations, and to issues grow- 
ing out of the slavery agitation.

The opinion of a majority 
of intelligent observers, both civil'and 
military, is that he was a man of'high

distinguish the military leaders of the 
world.

the defensive instinct of tlie engineer, and 
was apparently incapable of doing from 
his own volition what he did so weir on 
the bloody field of Antietam, when tinder 
the pressure of an overwhelming necessity. 


THE FRANKEST pEilOCRAT. : 


The new crusade against the President 


was begun by Mr. Vallandigham, who if 
not the ablest was the frankest and bold- 
est member of his party. 
He took the 


stump soon after the adjournment of the 
Thirty-seventh Congress. 
It was an un- 


usual time of the year to begin a political 
contest, but the ends sought were extra- 
ordinary, and the means adopted might 
well be of the same character.

GENERAL ;S!li.l:jJAN's BUOAD MIND. 


The character and ability of General 


followed the example of their Goneral- 
in-Chief, and 
before the end of the 


month the armed enemies of the Unioft 
had practically 
ceased to exist. The 


fame of General Grant was full. 
He 


had entered the service with no factitious 
advantage, and his promotion, from the 
first to the last, had been based on merit 
alone—without the aid of political influ- 
ence, without the interposition of per- 
sonal friends. 
Criticism of military skill 


is but idle chatter in the face of an un- 
broken career of victory. General Grant's 
campaigns were varied in their require- 
ments, and, but for the fertility of his 
resources and his unbending will, might 
ofter have ended in disaster. 
Courage is 


as contagious as fear, and General Grant 
possessed in the highest degree 
that 


faculty which is essential to all great 
commanders—the faculty of imparting 
throughout the rank and file of his army 
the same determination to win with which 
he was himself always inspired. 


One peculiarity of General Grant's 


military career was his constant readiness 
to'fiuht. 
He wished for no long periods 


of preparation, lost no opportunity which 
promptness could turn to advantrge.

himself superseded by General Halleck, 
and assigned to a subordinate command 
in an army whose glory was inseparably 
associated witli his own name. 
Self- 


control is the first requisite for him who 
aims to control others. 
In that indis- 


pensable form of mental discipline Gen- 
eral Grant exhibited perfection. 


When he was appointed 
Lieutenant 


General, and placed in command of all 
the armies of the Union, he exercised 
military control over a greater number 
of men than has any general since the in- 
vention of*fire arms. 
In the campaigns 


of 1864 and 1865, the armies of the U nion 
contained in the aggregate not less than 
a million of men. The movements of all 
the vast forces were kept in harmony by 
bis comprehensive mind, and in the grand 
consummation which insured Union and 
Liberty, his name became 
inseparably 


associated with the true glory of his 
country. 


LINCOLN'S GREATEST TICAITS. 


Mr. Lincolu united firmness and gen- 


tleness in a singular degree. -He rarely 
spoke a harsh word* 
Ready to hear ar- 


gument and always open to conviction, 
lie adhered tenaciously to the conclusions 
which he had finally reached.

modest, he had confidence in himself, 
trusted to the reasoning of his own mind, 
believed in the correctness of his own 
judgment.

To 
determine how this magnetic force is felt 
by the human system, Lord Lindsay and 
Mr. C. F. Varley made an electro-macnet 
so large that any person might place bis 
head between the poles, in the centre of 
the powerful influence which resisted the 
fall of copper like mud.

A OBAND ZOOLOGICAL GABD1N. 
I). H. Tulbot, an enthusiastic naturalist 


of Sioux Ciiy, lown, lias published a cir- 
cular lettci and mailed it to many of our 
congressmen and ethers, with a view of 
having them take action while legislating 
on tbe -.National Park,'to preserve our 
large wild j ame in such awiiy us to better 
study their Imbits, etc., but we will let 
Mr. Talbot tell bis own story. 


DEAR Sin:—"Permit me to offer you 


the following *ugg«ttion respecting au 
amendment to the bill now before congress 
relative to the National Park. 
During 


the past summer, white I was viewing the 
National ]'«rk icenerv, 1 conceived the 
idea of bow valuable this park would be 
to sciential and consequently to the 
world at large, provided that a part of it 
was set apart for « grand zoological gar- 
den. 
And, that since there seems to be 


some guanmtee that the bird* and ani- 
mals—the latter such ware withoutcluvvs 
—are to bi preserved,-at least so far as 
it is possible without strict confinement 
of these birds and animals, I think that 
for the present only such a garden should 
be established as would keep within its 
bounds UK- following described animals 
mainly : Tim grizzly beir, (Ursus horri- 
bilis); black bear, (U Americanus). cin- 
namon boar, (U. A. Var Cinnamunous.) 
And of tl.<- dcci family the following : 
Motse, (Cenras Alces); Wapiti or Ameri-' 
can elk, (Q. Oaoadeusif); woodland ceribou 
or reindear, (C. Tnrandus); Mule d.eer. (G. 
Macrotis); l> itcktailed deer, (C. Coluiubi- 
anus): commonOD or Virginia deer, (C. 
Virginianus); barren ground caribou, (C. 
Tarandus). All at these and many other 
unimuls cotrd be confined in a park or 
garden within the boundaries of the 
National Park, and by placing some one— 
an honest, competent observer—in charge, 
great benefit would be derived from the 
notes he v«uld make, and which could 
then be published in like manner as the 
reports of the Smithsonian Institute. 


"At present but little is known res- 


pecting the hibernating of various ani- 
mals, and particularly of the several spe- 
cies of bear',, In the geological gardens 
in this country and Europe these animals 
are so closely confined taut but little op- 
portunity it g'van the animal to present 
his naturul inclinations, or that which 
might be considered his instinctive qual- 
ifications. 
\galn, I can find no record 


that a bear iia* ever given birth to a cub 
while in onflnemerrt; lions are not so 
disposed and more readily adapt" tliem- 
selvti to the conditions of life into which 
they are placud, and often give birth to 
youog while in confinement. 
A very in- 


teresting study is that of torpidity of 
animals, and one which in the near future 
will be of gni.it service in working out 
many vexatious problems connected with 
the study ..f Nature. 
The location of 


the National ['ark is of very great value 
for his particular study ; not that animals 
(and 
perhaps birds do not hibernate in 


warmer cliin ites ns well as in that latitude 
and altitude, but- that the periods of 
hibernation would be much longer and 
thereby givi? greater length of lime for 
study ; and further, that for study during 
the summer {or breeding months) there 
could be no hatter place found. It is well 
that just sue h surroundings as are found 
i» tWfwrk—the caves, dreary and lonely 
plaorp umid rocks and underbrush, plenty 
ofdAtr cold mountain water, and with 
tbc ever cool atmosphere of the high al- 
titude there found—is Nature's breeding 
place for tin; largest of the animals we 
call 'game.' And while this is the fact 
respecting tin; advantages there found for 
the preservation of the family ot bears, it 
is equally as ^ervicnble for the propaga- 
tion of the 
various deer of America. 


With the cxffplion of that very valuable 
report upon the study of'theantelope and 
deer of America,' by Judge Caton, of 
Illinois, we havo but little knowledge 
respecting the habits of the antelope or 
deer of America ; and this work is none 
else than Judge Caton's report of his 
study, pf the animals in question while in 
his private park in Illinois. Outside of 
this monograph we have absolutely noth- 
ing describing accurately these animals, 
and were it not for the energy and stud- 
ious nature of Judge Caton, this inter- 
esting, family of animals would havo been 
but verylittlc known. 


_"But a few years longer can we expect, 


with the grand waves of immigration now 
moving from cast to west, west to .east, 
that boars, dec* and mahy other interest- 
ing nnimals can be found in the wild state; 
and shall we let them meet the ill fated 
hand of destruction, and to be known 
then in history only as the 'extinct ani- 
mals 1" I earnestly hope some action can 
bn taken that .fill pro tens at least a few 
of ttlese noble representatives of the fauna 
of this country, and that too in connection 
with our park, which tike our Ursus hor- 
ribilis, is without equal. All the animals 
nbove named can be raised 'in the National 
Park, and I might add the 'mountain 
buffalo' is found on Specimen mountain, 
and it is claimed cannot be found in any 
other part of the world. Other animals I 
might mention which that climate would 
be suitable for raising in, and would alike 
prove of great .service to tho scientific 


RUSSIAN IABMEB8 IS DAKOTA. 


A letter from Mitchell, Dakota, to the 


St. Paul Pionar Press says: "In company 
with one of tl e young Jewish farmers of 
the Crcmieux colony, your correspondent 
lefi Mitchell atdaybreak fora visit to the 
Hebrew farm ng colony situated about 
twenty-two m les southwest of Mitchell. 
The 'Cremicux and Hcthl«hem-Judah' 
colonies, known now as the Cremieux So- 
ciety, were founded through the advice 
of Michael He Iprin, a leading Hebrew of 
New York city, in August, 1882. 
There 


are now about seventy colonists here, but 
they claim 
they are only an advance 


guard, as it were, of those who are coming 
as soon as the ;;reat reservation across the 
Missouri river is opened up to settlement. 
Some of these Hebrews already have farms 
openod up aid good farm buildings 
erected. 
Herman Uosenthal has a farm 


of nearly 1,000 acres, which he is rapidly 
putting in a lii^li state of cultivation. He 
lives in a well-finished eight-room house, 
and has also good farm buildings. Ber- 
nard Flicht hat a farm of nearly 500 acres, 
and has a good house and buildings, and 
many others are becoming comfortably 
situated. The great number of these col- 
onists, however, came to the United States 
from two to three years ago with only 
enongh money to pay their passage, and 
at onco engaged in physical labor and 
commenced to learn the English language. 
One of the colonists, Prof. E. S. Maisbir, 
who, 
this winter, is Professor of the Ger- 


man language in the Mitchell High School, 
had engaged as a laborer on a railroad at 
Mitchell. 
His vocabulary of the English 


language was confined to a few words, and 
his knowledge of the use of a shovel was 
even more cii cumscribed. 
After a half 


hour's trial h< was unable to swing his 
•hovel with the gang, and the section boss 
discharged him with the threat that if he 
ever showed up there again he would 
break his head. 
The professor retired to 


a shady place, and consulted his dictionary 
on tbe term 'break bis head.' He secured 
farm work, however, has taken a good 
claim, and will engage in farm work in 
tbe summer season with his mother and 
sister, who arc now on their way from 
Russia, and a brother who is coining from 
New York. 


"A commendable characteristic of these 


people is their patient perseverance. They 
have come to :t strange land, where they 
arc unacqnnin'ed with the customs and 
language of the people. Thej work hard, 
arc practical at>d look at facts as they find 
them. 
They are saving, and not a dollar 


is wasted, nor is a cent spent for drink, 
and very few incur debts, and then only 
in case of urgent necessity. 
Some of tho 


colonists are getting a good start in stock, 
but a number >y bard work have not as 
yet.been able t'> lay by enough to buy the 
much-needed ex teams. Their numbers 
will be large!/ increased the coming 
summer by rein lives and friends who will 
come from Russia. 
The colonists have a 


private school at the residence of Mr. 
Rosentlml, taught by HJiss liurnes, a highly 
educated iady. She is paid by subscrip- 
tion, aii'd the school is well attended by 
tbe iluuian children, who are all learning 
to speak English fluently. They are, as a 
people, fond of music, reading, and so- 
ciety. Even the lowliest have a good 
education,and the brawniest have a knowl- 
edge of music. In the long winter even- 
ings, and on days when it is too cold to 
work, they collect together and puss away 
the time with music and dancing, aud 
consulting together on matters of practi- 
cal busirlC'ss. Parties are frequently held, 
to which their American neighbors are 
always invited mid welcomed. There are 
now a number 'if Hebrew-Russian farm- 
ing colonies in the United States, but 
they are all iie.v as yet.

merous is that of New Odessa, Or., 
founded under the advice of
